The End of a North 
Polar Expedition 


Surviving Members of a Russian Ex- 
pedition Have Just Returned 
From Frozen North 

A press dispatch has reporied the 
arrival at Archangel of the surviving 
members of the expedition which left 
Russia in the autumn of 1912, under 
Captain Sedov, in the hope of reach- 
ing the North Pole by way of Franz 
Josef Land, The survivors report the 
death of their leader from illness, 
while attempting to sledge north from 
Franz Josef Land. This expedition 
Was financed chiefly by the well 
known St. Petersburg newspaper, the 
“Novoya Vremja,” and was generally 
believed to be badly equipped when 
it started north, The undertaking wag 
not favored by the Russian govern- 
ment, Sedov’s previous Arctic exper- 
ience had included an expedition to 
the mouth of the Kolyma in 1909, and 
one to Nova Zembla in 1910, but the 
impression prevailed when he left 
Russia on his final journey that neith- 
er he nor his men had sufficient skill, 
training or equipment to give hope of 
valuable results from their expedition, 
The winter of 1912-13 was spent at the 
Pankratiey Islands, off the northwest 
coast of Nova Zembla. The following 
summer, eight of the twenty-two men- 
| bers of the expedition were obliged to 


| return to Russia on account of illness, 
| The others were supposed to have 
| sailed for Franz Josef Land, but as 
no further tidings were received of 
them the Russian authorities recently 
sent an expedition in search of them

Peace in Few Months, Says French 
Seeress 

Mme. de Thebes, the French seeress, 
in an interview in the Petit Parisien, 
gives her predicitions for the year 1915. 
She prophesies the end of the war be- 
tween March and July, the downfali 
of the Hohenzollerns and the end of 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria. 
Italy will enter the war, and there will 
be a revolution in Germany after it is 
over 

Mme. de Thebes says it will be a 
foggy war, and between certain dates 
it is hard to see througli it, 

“The war will cease,” she says, “at 
the close of the first astral year. 
Krance will do well on the battlefields 
{and will fulfill her mission for the 
| transformation of human gociety, She 
, Will assure the triumph of this trans- 
j formation by more love in union with 
more productivity in labor. 

“Then, when French blood shall 
cease to be ched,” continues Mme, de 
| Thebes, “may France remain faithful 
|—even if the results which she ob- 
jlains in the war are ifot those she 
hoped for—to her marvellous predes- 
tination, to her instincts. She will be 
the pacific queen of the world. Let 
her be on guard, for fate awaits her 
at the momentiof the negotiations. If 
she listens to her conscience she will 
reap all the fruits of her victory, 

“Paris will come out of the war 
greatened and lessened—greatened n 
attraction for foreigners and lessened 
in influnce in her own country. This 
city will lead a crusade to extend the 
race, Women will be less frivolous 
}and will pay more attention to their 
homes, 

“The year will see the liberation of 
oppressed peoples and Huropean equil- 
ibrium, 

“Italy will enter the war. Modernism 
will decline at the Vatican. 

“Germa:y, after the war, will have 
a revolution similar to that in France 
in 1793. There will be a flerce upris- 
ing against the Junkers and military 
aristocracy, and there will be mass- 
acres and scaffolds. Germany will then 
reorganize stronger than ever and af: 
terward again take up the attack 
j afresh, 

“There will be no more Hohenzol- 
lerns. The Crown Prince Frederick 
j will never reign. 

“The complete cestruction of Bel- 
gium has not totally disappeared from 
mny view, 

“England will escape the gravest in- 
ternal perils through the war. Russio 
| will prosper and Holland will be born 
again, Turkey will leave Europe and 
the Balkans will suffer through her 
fall. Bulgaria and Servia will face 
{long wars, and Bulgaria will be over- 
thrown by her men of the past." 


Are Warned to 
Eat Sparingly 


“You Are Helping the Enemy When 
You Do Not Choose Riglit 
Foodstuffs” 

An ominous warning is sounded to 
+Geran housewives in alb-chrsses of 
society in a semi-official article cireu- 
lating in German newspapers, eniitlud 
“What Shall We Eat?” It sounds the 
first note of alarm in that battle of 
the “silver bullet’ which eventually 
must be a prime factor in bringing 

the war to an end. 

Munich, in common with other cities 
j throughout Germany, took over the 
} task of enlightening the public on the 
condition of the nation’s larder. The 
bad fortunes of the war called into 
being a new statistical department, 
and a commission of food economists 
was appointed. That commission is 
now telling the German people the 
way to live sparingly in war time, 
and how every little sacrifice at meal 
times will strengthen the nation’s re- 
sistance to the growing shortage of 
the food supplies. “Save as much of 
the white bread as possible, and try 
to substitute black bread or bread 
made of mixed white and rye flour,” 
is one of the recommendations. 

The commission appeals to the peo- 
ple, when they prepare the daily menu 
or sit in restaurants, always to bear 
in mind the enemy's wicked plan of 
forcing Germany to lay down her arms 
by starvation, “Remember,” it. says, 
“you are helping the enemy when 
you do-not choose the right feodstuffs 
and consume them frugally.” 

The German housewife is asked to 
be careful when she makes soup not 
to make it of rice, lentils, peas or 
white beans, as these supplies are 
largely imported from hostile coun- 
tries over seas, but to substitute if 
possible pota.oes, barley and certain 
kinds of roots, including turnips. She 
is to find substitutes also for fats and 
oilg used at meal times, to encourage 
the eating of beef, pork and home 
grown fruit, and to buy as little calves’ 
meat as possible. There is a special 
appeal for economy in the grocery 
department in regard to tinned meats 
and fish, pepper and salt. The house- 
wife is advised to throw nothing away 
and to ask her husband to drink less 
beer, 

The commission reminds the nation 
that it ought not to live in two separ- 
ate paris—one part throwing its whole 
life into a terrible conflict with an 
“unscrupulous enemy;" the other tak- 
ing life easy at home and surrendering 
j none of its traditional comforts and 
enjoyments. 

“We are not living in the days of 
need but in the days of careful econ- 
omy. You need not be afraid that 
our stocks cf food are disappearing 
or will disappear within a short time, 
The quantity of foodstuffs at our dis- 
posal is, on the whole, so big that it 
wi}l last a long time.”

Canada is said to be willing to in- 
crease jis contributions of men to 
150,000 by next autumn, if that num- 
ber is required.

The next day they 
caught us as we went to dig in slight- 
ly more advanced trenches, and we 
lay in a small ditch for about three 
hours with shell and rifle bullets 
jumping about over our heads and 
flickering leaves off the stunted wil- 
low trees in our ditch. 

“The night before last we left about 
5. It was quite pitch black and in- 
tensely cold, and snow lay heavily 
everywhere on flelds, roofs «nd trees 
ag we marched gilently through the 
village and out into a long, long road | 
with a wonderful avenue of trees, like 
Hobbema’s famous picture at the Na- 
tional Gallery. On we go, and always, 
like a tremendous surt beating on an 
iron shore, comes the booming of guns. 
Rockets shoot up, leaving a long 
stream of stars, and showing us the 
silent country, snowbound and very 
peaceful looking, until one comes to a 
Village totally deserted, ruined walls, 
heaps of debris and great shell holes 
in road and roof telling their dread- 
ful story. 

“We halt silently and move on 
again, and, ag if to remind us that the 
world is not so peaceful, after all, 
shells come bursting through the air, 
One bursts quite close, setting a ruin- 
ed house in a tremendous blaze and 
lighting up the whole scinc. ° We are 
just out cf it. Five minutes earlier 
would have shown us all uo, and we 
should probably have been very ef- 
fectively shelled. We climbed down 
little slippery slopes and up others 
very warily; over fields and then we

Alberta Yields up Carload of Fossils to 
American Museum 

With a carload of fossils that break 
the world’s records for perfection ja 
all their parts, Barnum Brown arrived 
at the American Museum in New York, 
after a season’s strenuous digging in 
the Red R’ver canyon of Alberta. 

Prof. Henry F. Osborne of the mu- 
seum was astonished when he learned 
that in the cargo were cignt perfect 
skeletons of carnivorous gnd herbiv- 
orous dinossaurs of gigantic size, as .t 
has heretofore been almost impos- 
sible to get more than parts of the 
bones of a species. Much of the mat- 
erjal is new to science, 

“The fossils were found in the Belly 
River formation, and are estimated to 
have lived 8,000,000 years ago. This 
formation ig much earlier than the 
‘lance cretaceous,’ at which time the 
entire group of dinossaurs became ex- 
tinct. One skeleton is the first one 
found in the genus Ornithomiuas, 
about eight feet long and about five 
feet high. 

“We got a compicte skeleton of the 
carnivorous dinosaur named Deinoder 


Horridus, He was about twenty-five 
feet long and fifteen feet high. An- 
oiler complete skeleton is of the 


herbivorous dinosaur, Corythasaurus 
Cabuarius, about thirty-five feet long 
and fifteen feet high. 

“The complete Ankylosaurus Mag- 
niventris was a big, plated fellow, 
thé most remarkable in structure of 
all’cf the groups of the dinosaurs. He 
Was the living dreadnought of cretace- 
ous times. He wads approximately six 
feet high at the shoulders and eighteen 
feéa long. The entire body was plat- 
ed} the back with huge plates, and 
the belly with smaller plates close- 
fitting, simila> to ancient armor,”

It has been estimated that the 
French forces mobilized up .o the mid- 


edie of September numbered about 2,-! 


009,000. France’s losses so far must 
be well over 500,000, so that the rein- 
forcement received since the middle of 
September could do little more than 
fill ‘up the gaps. But it must be re- 
membered that France's conscription 
system is much more inclusive than 
Germany's ever was and that France 
had at the outbreak of the war near- 
ly 6,000,000 trained men to call to the 
colors, The supply of men far exceed- 
ed the supply of materials, snd the 
French government's chief problem 
so far has been to make good defic- 
jencies in equipment, 

There is nothing improbable in the 
announcemert that General Joffre will 
soon have two or -1ore new armies st 
his disposal, The }‘rench maximum of 
efficiency in the fleld has not yet been 
reached, and will not be reached be- 
fore spring. At that time, too, the 
British contingent in Franco will be 
raised from 600,000 to well over 1,200,- 
000 and the Allies will begin to make 
use of their normal superiority over

\Sealskin Coats for Soldiers 


Newfoundland to Acquire Entire Catch 
of Sealing Fleet for Manufacture 
of War Garments 

Steps are being taken by the New- 
foundland government to enable the 
British and Canadian authorities to ae- 
i quire, i€ possible, the entire catch of 
the Newfoundland sealing fleet next 
spring for use in (he manufacture of 
War garb. 

A call has recently gone out from 
Canada for an equipment of fur caps, 
gloves and othey articles of winter 
wear, and the skin of the seal has 
been stipulated as the material to be 
used in filling this order. This is the 
seal that is found off the Newfound- 
land coasts in March and April of 
every year and that is killed to the 
number of 250,000 to °50,000 annually, 

The seals are captured chiefly for 
their skins and fat, the latter being 
converted into ofl and the former 
made into various kinds of wearing 
apparel, or, when tanned, sed in the 
making of fancy leather. At present 
the annual product is divided in about 
equal parts between the Britizh Isles 
and the United States a large market 
for the skins having been built up in 
the latter country jn late years,

It has nominally been a part of the 
Turkish empire, though for some 
years virtually a British possession, 
governed by a British high commis- 
sioner. Its mines yield asbestos, | 
fypsum, red jasper, copper, gold and 
silver. The copper mines once were 
among the most valuable in the 
world, and from the fiamo of the is- 
land the metal received its name 
through the Latin 
and Saxon into copper, 

The mountains are covered 
valuable timber, chiefly conifers, 
Silk, wine and tobecco are among | 
the important prodvects of the island 
and tropical fruits are zrown in 
abundance, Salt also is obtained on 
the islanag. The principal cities are 
Nicosia, the capital, and Larnaca. 

Cyprus originally was peopled by 
the Phoenicians, and afterward was 
colonized by the Greeks who dedi- 
cated it to Venus, establishing the 
most celebrated temple to this god- 
desp at Paphcs. Successively the 
island belonged to the Assyrians, the 
Persians, the Egyptians, the Ro- 
mars and the Byzantines and was 
one of the first places, out of Pales- 
tine, to receive the gospel. 

During the crusades Richard I. of 
England took it from the Moham- 
miedans and gave'it to the princes of 
the Lusignan family. Aftes it nad 
belonged to Venice for a century ‘t 
was conquered by the Turks in 1671. 

In 1878 it was conveyed by treaty 
to Great Britain, the sultan retain- 
ing the sovereignty of the izland and 
accepting an annual payment of 
money in lieu of its revenues, Its 
population is about 300,000, of which 
humber about 70,000 are Mohamme- 
dans, the others belonging to the 
Greek church,

The Nature of Clays 


Probably one of the greatest natural 
resources of the west :8 tne supply 
of clay and shale, suitable for ordinary 
manufacturing purposes, Investiga- 
tions now going on indicate that clays 
will be found adapted to the manufac- 
ture of more valuable kinds of cera- 
mic goods as well, such as porcelain 
and china, 

Briefly the character of the clays 
and shales employed for different pur- 
poses are as follows: 

Kaolings are whit> burning clays 
composed mainly of allicas, 
Fluxes, > 

Fire Clays are always capable 9: 
withstanding a high degree of heut. 
No clay should be called a fire clay 
unless the fusing temperat:-e is higa- 
er than 8,000 degrees Fahrenheit. So 
far very little fire clay has been found 
in Western Canada, Any clay under- 
lying a coal bed is often called fire; 
clay, but this is decidedly a misuse -f| 
the name. r 

Brick clays—The main requirement 


is an easily moulder. clay and on bura-{! 
ing hard at :, low temperature andj battleflelds in France. 
having small loss from cracking and|Jage being shelled by German guus 


warping. Common red burning brick 
are made from low grace clay or 
shale. Pressed brick require a higher 
grade of rraterial. Paving brick should 
be plastic, and have good strengta 
and a wide range of temperature be- 
tween vitrification and fusion. Fire- 
proofing cays stioull also ve plastic 
and burn to a kard but no! vitriti-d 
Lody at ; low tempzrature, 

Sewer pipes are vitrified and hence 
the clays must be 1b. _« in fluxes. They 
should also have a wide range of tem- 
perature between vitrification and fus- 
ion on a proper glaze. Good sewer pipe 
clays are rare in Alberta, 

Terra Cotta clays are of many kinds 
but generally a semi-fire clay. Thay 
are usually buff burning. 

Stonuware clays are also general'y’ 
semi-refractory and must 2urn to a 
dense body. 

Cement shales or clays must be 91f 
such composition as to give a proper 
burning mix with limestone or marl, 
They should be free from grit.

Agricuttaral Notes 


Editor Cann: , 

After writing up some notes 
taken at the Provincial Government 
School of Agriculture at Strathmore 
recently, it has occured to me that 
it would be well to publish some of 
the information there given out, 
since not everybody could be there, 
and it is a good plan4o make a rec- 
ord of information bt is worth 
while. 

I have encouraged the irrigation 
staff to attend the meetings because 
it is our policy to be: interested in 
everything that helps the farmer, 
and we are trying: to’co-operate 
with the farmers in every way pos- 
sible. 

EKeveryone seemed: interested in 
the remarks of Mr. L. C. Smith, 
Agriculturist for the O.W.R. & N. 
Co., who talked so: entertainingly 
on the advisability of regarding the 
farm primarily as a home, rather 
than simply a place to make money 
and showed very éonvincingly the 
necessity of raising a good garden 
containing the small fruits and 
vegetables and planting trees, milk- 
ing the cows, raising chickens and 
pigs and putting up supplies for the 
winter. In other words he advo- 
cated making the first duty of the 
farmer the raising of practically the 
food needed for the living right on 
the farm, and he sttongly insisted 
upon raising everything that could 
be produced, so that the living was 
a good one. ‘His ‘inference was that 
health, happiness and material 
prosperity would follow naturally,, 
from a good home and an interest 
in improving the land. Afterwards 
Mr. Smith spoke on *‘Dairy Cows’ 
somewhat as follows: 

“The profit inYeeding is only on 
feed used and’ assimilated above 
the maintenance ration, about 7-10 
lb, of prtein'to 7 Ibs. carbo-hydrates 
for a thousand ‘potind cow, gives a 
maintenance ration, or in other 
words ten timed’ as* much .parbo- 
hydrates, as protein. ‘Then add 5- 
100 Ibs. “protein” and: 22-100 Ibs; 
carbo-hydriites Per psadd of milk. 
With averaged price ‘feed the line 
between profit aid loas'is: about at 
the cow giving ‘20 * pounds’ of - milk 
per day. The ‘bétter the cow likes 
the feed and the’greater the variety 
the better the result. There should 
be some green Grop of succulent 
food ready when the pasture dries 
up, asa cow that is allowed to drop 
off in her milk production can 
hardly be brought back again dur- 
ing that lactation period. A cheep 
feed is carrots or turnips with oat- 
straw anda little bran. One of 
the best feeds is an oat, pea-vine 
hay. Plow:well manured ground 
ten inehes deep, then plant peas 
fiye inches deep, using 75 to 80 
pounds of Canadian’ field peas or 
100 lbs. of Marrowfat peastper acre, 
After one week seed oats at rate of 
40 to 50 lbs. per acre, planted two 
inches deep. The idea is to have 
the oats and peas come together. 
The hay should be out when the 
lower pea pods turn yellow, and 
the oats are just’ beginning to yel- 
low. This hay gives splendid re- 
sults, as it is nearly a balanced 
ration in itself. Prairie hay with 
carrots and oné pound of bran for 
each five pounds of milk is a good 
ration, A good ration for a “thous- 
and pound cow is 15 pounds of alf- 
alfa, and 80 pounds of corn silage. 
Mr. Craig said his Holstein cow 
‘Lady McKay 2nd’’ produced last 
year 10,491 lbs. of milk, sold in 
Edmonton for $2.00 per cwt. and a 
bull calf sold for $800. One of his 
Holstein cows tested 5.2% B. F. in 
her milk. Good Jersey milk sold 
at the same time for $3.60 per cwt. 

Mr. McIntyre said that ‘Heifers 
should freshen preferably at 24 yrs. 
if the calves were to be saved, Dry 
up the cow, ‘six weeks to two 
months before calving time and cut 
out the grain feed, using turnips 
and hay in the winter and pas- 
ture is not to be had. Feed lightly 
after freshening and gradually in- 
crease to full feed. Do not strip 
clean for several days after the calf 
is brn. Feed twice a day and use 
a dry mash, and do not keep feed 
constantly in front of the cow. 
Give a handful of salt three times a 
week, With thie system no trouble

less very stormy, as exercise ia 
necessary for health. 

In looking over these notes it 
strikes me very fotcibly that in as 
fur as we are locally concerned those I}: 
who have irrigated land are going i 4 
to have a great i‘lvantage. My ex- Ii" 
perience indicates that trees grow 
about twice as fast when irrigated 
and that the returns from a garden 
are greatly increased both in yield 
and variety of crop. Asan exam- 
ple, strawberries and other small 
fruits yield so profusely under irri- 
gation and are an uncertain crop 
without water. In my opinion it 
has been demonstrated beyond suc- 
cessful contradiction that we can 
grow three to four tons of alfalfa 
per acre under irrigation and since 
this forage crop is high in protein 
it makes probably the most valu- 
able feed for dairy cows that we 
can grow. I mean that it will 
make us more money per acre than 
anything else we can feed the cow 
besides enriching the soil for suc- 
ceeding crops. Alfalfa should of

per day, could be proportioned as 
follows; alfalfa 15 lbs., out straw 
16 lbs., mangles ‘or carrots 10 lbs., 
and 7 lbs. of ground oats and _bar- 
ley. I would like to see some far- 
mer who thinks he can beat the re- 
turns for alfalfa. Try Mr. Smith’s 
scheme of planting peas and oats 
together for hay crop. I feel sure 
that this is another place where ir- 
rigation will double the crop under 
our {conditions. Mr.W. J. Hopkins, 
watermaster at Winona in 1914 
made a crop that was equal to the 
vats and peas. He seeded 124 acres 
of alfalfa of fairly steep, sandy 
land, and in order to keep the soil 
from washing under irrigation used 
@ nurse crop of oats. The result 
was 31 big loads of oats and alfalfa 
itmixed in just the right proportion 
to form nearly a balanced: ration. 
The alfalfa ‘was so thrifty that Mr. 
Hopkins expects a good. stand and 
a@ profitable yield of alfalfa this 
year. While we have not recom- 
mended a nurse crop with alfalfa 
this experiment shows that when 
the land is inoeulated and proper- 
ly prepared it may not be neces- 
sary to lose a year’s returns in start- 
ing an alfalfa field. Please re- 
member that in order to get the 
benefits of irrigation the land 
should be graded and smoothed 
before the crop is put in, and 
should be ditched at least before 
the crop hides the ground. 

While I understood Mr. Smith 
to say that acow must produce 
about 201bs of milk per day to be 
profitable, it seems to me that un- 
der our conditions the actual line 
between profit and loss would be at 
a somewhat smaller yield; however 
every effort should be made to get 
better cows and larger returns. I 
did not get so many notes from 
Mr. A. H. McCraig and Mr. A.W. 
McIntyre as they were engaged in 
showing the types of animals, but 
their remarks seemed to me most 
practicable and valuable.
